ſhall continue ſuch misbehaviour after having been ad- 
moniſhed by one of the Officers; ſuch perſons ſhall be 
obliged forthwith to withdraw from the Muſeum, and 
their names ſhall be entered in a Book to be kept by the 
Porter, who is hereby ordered not to
